down-to-business'  note  of  Jan- 
uary 18  public  on  the  eve  of 
resumption  of  East-West  dis- 
armament negotiations  in  Gen- 
eva. It  was  Johnson’s  reply  to 
Khrushchev’s  lengthy  New  Year's 
message  to  world  leaders,  and  it 
received  front-page  attention  in 
•the  Soviet  Press. 

The  Soviet  government  news- 
paper Izvestia  printed  a 275-word 
summary  of  Johnson’s  note,  with- 
out comment,  on  page  one  Mon- 
day night.  The  dispatch  quoted 
Johnson’s  appeal  to  “build  on 
those  areas  of  agreement  instead 
of  merely  emphasizing  well- 
known  disagreements.” 

THE  PRESIDENT  urged 
strengthening  and  greater  use  of 
the  United  Nations  and  its  peace- 
keeping machinery.  He  said_  the 
United  Stat&s,  after  consultation 
with  its  allies,  would  present  new 
proposals  at  Geneva  for  moving 
beyond  the  limited  nuclear  test 
ban  treaty  toward  general  dis- 
armament. 

Khrushchev’s  message,  dated 
Dec.  31,  proposed  that  the  world 
powers  sign  a declaration  re- 
nouncing the  use  of  force  in  set- 
tling territorial  disputes. 

U.  S.  OFFICIALS  had  viewed 
the  Soviet  leader’s  message  as  a 
disappointing  attempt  at  making 
propaganda,  for  the  U.  N.  char- 
ter already  condemns  the  use  of 
force. 


William  R.  Siddoway,  director 
of  admissions  and  records  at 
BYU,  has  been  named  acting  ad- 
ministrative assistant  to  acting 
president.  Dr.  Earl  C.  Crockett. 

Mr.  Siddoway  will  continue 
half  time  with  his  present  duties, 
Dr.  Crockett  said. 

The  post  was  vacated  earlier  in 
the  year  by  Dean  John  T.  Bern- 
hard  who  is  serving  as  a Utah 
senator. 

Prior  to  his  arrival  at  BYU  in 
July,  1962,  Mr.  Siddoway  was  as- 
sistant to  the  president  and  re- 
search coordinator  at  San  Jose 
State  College  in  California. 

HE  RECEIVED  his  B.S.  degree 
at  the  University  of  Utah  in  1955 
and  his  MBA  at  Indiana  Univer- 
sity in  1956  in  business  manage- 
ment. 

Mr.  Siddoway  also  taught  per- 
sonnel management,  business  or- 
ganization, business  law,  indus- 
trial relations  and  finance  at  San 
Jose  State  and  has  published  in 
professional  journals. 

He  is  presently  second  counsel- 
or in  the  BYU  Second  Stake  Pres- 
idency and  formerly  served  in  the 
San  Jose  Stake  Presidency  and 


Questioning  the  place  of  the 
religious  and  political  liberal  in 
the  Mormon  Church,  Dr.  Hyrum 
Andrus  and  former  U.  S.  Repre- 
sentative David  King  expounded 
verbally  Monday  evening. 

In  the  second  of  the  local  for- 
ums presented  by  the  Academic 
Emphasis  Committee,  Mr.  King 
stated  that  “it  is  the  tradition  of 
liberalism  which  includes  free 
exchange  and  honorable  dissent 
that  has  given  us  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  social  progress  of  the 
past  and  been  inclusive  in  our 
concept  of  freedom.” 

THAT  WHICH  the  Lord  re- 
veals is  not  subject,  however,  to 
debate,  he  emphasized;  “We  are 
here  to  develop  all  faculties  and 
to  reason.” 

“We  are  not  here  to  avoid  mis- 
takes,” he  continued,  “we  are 
here  to  develop  our  intellect.” 

LIBERALISM  doesn’t  question 
the  inspiration  of  God  or  the  gift 
of  truth'  and  light,”  he  emphati- 
cally stressed.  Revelation  is  a 
road  to  truth  and  so  is  individual- 
ity,” he  continued.  “Only  by  trav- 
eling both  roads  can  one  fortify 
faith.” 

The  Mormon  Church  has  de- 
veloped a great  rich  and  thrilling 
liberal  tradition,  progressing  to- 
ward the  developing  of  a rigorous 
individuality,  he  concluded.

of  Mormon  doctrine,  defined 
“true  liberalism”  and  what  he 
termed  “self-styled”  liberalism. 

The  former  makes  one  recog- 
nize* * his  dependency  on  Christ 
through  spirituality  and  the  prin- 
ciples of  divine  revelation, 
“which  is  the  truth  of  God.” 

“SELF-STYLED  liberals  are 
basically  ignorant  of  the  Gospel 
fundamentals  and  spiritual 
things.  They  commence  to  meas- 
ure the  Church  and  doctrine  on 
their  deficient  knowledge,”  he 
continued. 

“While  I agree  in  liberalism,” 
Dr.  Andrus  said,  “in  reference  to 
political  liberalism,  I don’t  agree 
that  the  Latter-day  Saints  should 
place  emphasis  on  social  justices 
or  state  emphasized  programs. 

“The  role  of  the  government 
should  be  to  promote  the  general 
welfare  not  to  provide  it”  he  con- 
cluded.

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Artistic  Discrimination;  Being  ‘Cog’ 
Plea  For  ‘Sane  Thinking’ 


Nudes  Removed 
From  Utah  Campus 


The  following  article  was  submitted 
to  the  Universe  by  students  of  the  Art 
Dept.  It  was  written  prior  to  the  events 
reported  under  the  headline  “Nudes 
Removed  from  Utah  Campus,’’  page  2. 
Since  this  issue  Is  being  considered  by 
other  students  of  the  state  it  is  felt 
that  faculty,  students,  and  administra- 
tors might  re-examine  the  position 
they  are  presently  taking. 


, We  take  this  time  out  from 
our  studies  and  finals  to  give 
vent  to  our  feelings  and  to  in- 
form the  studentbody  of  certain 
occurrences  in  the  art  depart- 
ment on  this  campus.  We  do  this 
on  our  own  and  take  full  respon- 
sibility for  our  opinions. 

IT  MAV  come  as  a surprise  to 
many  that  the  Brigham  Young 
University  will  not  allow  nude 
models  and  even  go  so  far  as 
to  encourage  models  that  do  pose 
to  wear  underclothing  beneath 
the  leotards. 

This  has  led  to  the  practice  of 
wearing  padded  bras,  girdles, 
waistcinchers  and  the  like  under 
the  leotards— a hopeless  situation 
for  gaining  any  understanding  of 
anatomy  structure.  The  admin- 
istration defends  this  policy  on 
the  basis  that  this  is  a Church 
school  and  that  our  standards  of 
modesty  won’t  allow  such  prac- 
tices. What  isn’t  realized  is  that 
the  clothed,  partially  clother,  and 
leotarded  model  is  more  sugges- 
tive and  produces  the  greater  er- 
otic stimulation. 

This  is  no  new  fact,  for  women 
have  known  for  centuries  that 
they  are  more  desirable  in  a neg- 
ligee than  they  are  nude. 

THIS  IS  NOT  an  agitation  for 
nude  models.  We  accept  that  per- 
haps there  may  never-  come  a 
time  when  nude  models  will  be 
allowed.  We  do  plead  for  sane 
and  mature  thinking  from  the 
administration  however. 

A contemporary  sculpture  ex- 
hibit is  now  on  display  in  the 
gallery  of  the  lower  campus.  It 
is  experimental  and  far  out.  But 
it  was  with  dismay  and  unbelief 
that  we  found  out  that  one  piece 
of  sculpture  could  not  be  shown 
because  it  was  made  out  of  old 
beer  cans.  There  is  also  a current 
showing  of  paintings  and  draw- 
ings done  By  Franz  Johansen 
while  on  sabbatical  last  year 
over  in  Europe.  When  the  show 
was  put  up  about  5 drawings 
weren’t  displayed  as  they  were 
frontal  nudes  done  while  study- 
ing in  Paris.  It  was  felt  however 
that  the  studentbody  was  mature 
enough  to  be  able  to  withstand 
the  shock  of  some  back  view  fig- 
ure drawings  and  so  these  were 
exhibited. 

After  several  days  on  display 
these  were  taken  down  with  the 
explanation  that  there  was  an  ob- 
jection. We  ask  whether  the  ob- 
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jection  of  one  person  or  even 
three  or  four  is  sufficient  cause 
for  censorship. 

There  will  always  be  the  few 
uninformed  or  misguided  moral- 
ists that  believe  that  the  nude 
in  art  is  dirty.  Toulouse  Latrec 
once  made  the  statement  when 
an  old  lady  objected  to  the  dec- 
ency of  one  of  his  paintings.  “The 
evil  is  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder.” 
We  contend  that  pruient  will  see 
filth  no  matter  where  they  look. 
Paul  said,  “To  the  filthy  all 
things  are  filthy.” 

THERE  was  a request  that  dr 
painting  hanging  in  the  Smith 
Family  Living  Center,  done  by 
a famous  artist,  be  removed  be- 
cause the  lady  was  dressed  in  a 
gown  with  thin  straps  and  her 
shoulders  were  bare.  Where  does 
the  censorship  stop?  Are  we  to 
be  thrown  back  into  the  Dark 
Ages  and  burn  all  paintings  that 
aren’t  Church  standards  in 
dress  ? 

The  BYU  has  acquired  millions 
of  dollars  worth  of  paintings  and 
is  now  acquiring  other  famous 
collections.  Are  the  donors  of 
these  collections  aware  of  the 
attitude  that  prevails  here?  Are 
they  aware  that  some  of  the 
paintings  being  donated  may 
never  be  exhibited? 

We  would  like  to  express  our 
sympathies  and  understanding  to 
the  art  department  faculty.  They 
are  a dedicated  and  fine  group 
working  under  extreme  limita- 
tions. We  do  not  believe  that  this 
action  of  censorship  is  the  result 
of  the  attitude  of  the  majority 
of  the  studentbody,  faculty  or 
even  the  administration.  Nor  do 
we  believe  that  it  represents  even 
a significant  percentage  of  any 
group.  We  would  like  to  repeat 
that  this  is  not  an  agitation  for 
nude  models  but  merely  a plea 
for  sane  thinking.  We  would  in- 
vite the  administration  to  poll 
the  studentbody  and  faculty  on' 
this  issue  and  will  submit  to  op- 
inion if  it  is  found  that  this  ac- 
tion of  censorship  represents  a 
significant  number. 

We  are  continually  informed 
that  we  must  be  patient,  that  in 
time  people  will  become  educat- 
ed. Is  it  the  opinion  of  this  stu- 
dentbody that  we  should  sit  idly 
by  and  allow  every  show  to  be 
censoi'ed  because  there  may  be 
a man  holding  a cigarette?  There 
may  be  a bare  shoulder?

A senior  journalism  majbi;,  she 
will  finish  her  requirements  for 
graduation  this  semester,  after 
which  she  will  begin  working  as 
a reporter  and  photographer  on  a 
small  newspaper  in  Laguna 
Beach,  Calif. 

According  to  Sandy,  her  specif- 
ic duties  will  include  covering 
court  cases,  the  city  legislature 
and  school  board  meetings.  “Al- 
though you’re  just  a small  cog 
in  the  big  machine,  you  know 
you’re  helping  with  something 
important  and  it’s  satisfying,”  she 
said. 

“THE  NEWSPAPER  is  the 
heartbeat  of  the  world”  in  San- 
dy’s opinion.  With  a start  in  re- 
porting, ^he  plans  to  do  graduate 
work  after  a year  and  hopes  to 
eventually  write  her  own  column.

The  question*  of  nudity  vs.  mor- 
ality is  a current  controversy,  not 
only  at  BYU  campus,  but  at  the 
University  of  Utah  where  mat- 
ters have  reached  a climax.

The  Cougars  return  to  the  planning  board  this  week  af- 
ter their  disappointing  71-65  loss  to  Denver  University  Sat- 
urday. 

THE  CONTEST  against  the  Pioneers  at  Denver  was 
only  the  first  of  four  consecutive  non-conference  tilts  before 
they  return  to  the  WAC  wars  against  arch-rival  Utah  Feb.  8. 

This  weekend’s  action  will  see  the  Mountain  Cats  tackle 
mighty  Utah  State,  one  of  the  toughest  teams  in  the  nation, 
a game  that  always  causes  fireworks  and  inspired  playing. 

The  Aggies  will  be  strong  favorites  but  the  .Cats  have 
upset  several  highly  rated  teams  already  this  year  and  gave 
powerful  Oregon  State  a good  run  before  bowing  to  the  un- 
beatable combination  of  five  fouls  and  greater  experience. 

THE  COUGARS  ARE  currently  in  fourth  place  in  the 
WAC  wars  behind  New  Mexico,  Utah  and  Wyoming  with 
Arizona  and  Arizona  State  suiprisingly  tied  for  the  cellar 
position. 

All  teams  but  Brigham  and  Utah  saw  action  over  the 
weekend  with  the  two  Arizona  squads  dropping  a pair  of 
games  to  Wyoming  and  New  Mexico.  The  Lobos  thus  claimed 
the  loop  lead  (point-wise)  with  three  victories  and  Wyoming 
moved  ahead  of  the  Cougai's  with  their  first  two  conquests. 

THE  TWO  SQUADS  who  stepped  out  of  the  conference 
picture  for  action  didn’t  fare  too  well  with  the  Cats  losing  to 
Denver  and  Utah  splitting  four  games  in  Hawaii,  only  two 
of  which  go  on  NCAA  records. 

Thus  far  this  campaign  the  Western  Athletic  Confer- 
ence has  proved  tough  to  beat.  The  combined  total  of  the 
six  league  teams  have  run  up  a sparkling  record  of  49  wins 
against  only  25  defeats-^while  playing  against  some  of  the 
top  ranking  teams  in  the  nation. 

This  is  why  any  team  in  the  conference  could  come  up 
with  the  WAC  crown. 


The  Beavers  got  a break  in  the 
130-pound  division  when  the  Cou- 
gars couldn’t  come  up  with  a 
contender  and  claimed  an  auto- 
matic five  point  forfeit  victory 
and  a 5-3  lead.

Mike  Young  claimed  a 2-0  de- 
cision from  LaVerne  Alton  in  the 
147-pound  division  and  Dennis 
Herendeen  padded  the  lead  to 
nine  points  with  a 3-1  victory 
over  Lee  Rosenberg,  another  Pa- 
cific Coast  Conference  champion. 

THAT  WAS  all  the  BYU  scor- 
ing until  Jones  wrapped  it  up 
with  his  narrow  win  in  the  final 
match.  Classy  Len  Kaufman 
demonstrated  why  he  holds  the 
167-pound  crown  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  with  an  impressive  pin 
over  James  Brown.
